Shock Felt By Residents In 
Districts 20 Miles Away 
From Redondo 


REDONDO BEACH, Cal., Feb. 9 
—One of the w orst blasts in the 
history of southern California, set 
off by more than 20 tons of powder 
and dynamite, sent the biggest 
fireworks m anufacturing plant in 
the W est into absolute nothing­ 
ness a t Redondo Beach shortly Be­ 
fore midnight. 
A night watchman was reported 
missing and a 50-year-old woman 
and an 8-year-old boy were hurt. 
The main three story builcflng of 
the Golden State Fireworks com­ 
pany and 24 smaller buildings and 
sheds on the grounds were demo­ 
lished by the terrific blast which 
was heard and felt for a radius 
of almost 20 miles. 
A survey early today showed: 
Business buildings and homes for 
miles 
around suffered 
shattered 
windows and other damage. Pow 
er, communication and gas lines 
over a wide area were put out of 
commission. Homes close to the 
plant were heavily damaged, the 
roof of one collapsing and injuring 
Mrs. Minnie Denmore, 50. 
Loss of the fireworks plant was 
estirtiated a t $200,000 fry Patrick* 
Lizza, its owner who could give 
no reason for the blast. 
Residents Frightened 
Residents for miles around were 
panic-stricken, many thinking 
a 
violent earthquake had struck. 
Fire departm ents from adjoin­ 
ing communities had great diffi­ 
culty reaching the scene as thous­ 
ands of autoists, attracted by the 
blast and ensuing pyrotechnical

ISTANBUL. Feb. 9 — Rising 
tension gripped the Near East to­ 
day aa Turkish marines held the

Sentinels were posted at the 
entrances of the yards and guards 
were ordered to bar all Germans 
from Hie premises.

pecially the west wall. 
Frank Phillips and John McEI-

gas company officials shortly after 
the tragedy happened. They re­ 
mained here until almost 4 a. rn. 
Friday. Other gas company offi­ 
cials came to Circleville Friday to 
conduct an investigation. 
Dan McClain, Circleville m ana­ 
ger, said th at he had been told 
th at Mrs. Kuhns had lighted the 
small bathroom heater Wednesday 
night and that the bathroom door 
had been closed. It is possible, he 
said, th at the door being closed 
fanned the flame in the heater 
causing it to go out. The gas th at 
had poured from the stove had ac­ 
cumulated in the bathroom. It ex­ 
ploded when Mr. Sobers struck his 
match. 
The force of the explosion went 
from the bathroom through the 
hall, striking the four persons, it 
is believed. The force struck the 
front of the structure and smashed 
the glass. A fter hitting the front 
of the house it spread east and west 
forcing the walls to bulge. 
The 
power with which the explosion hit 
one of the walls caused a gas line 
to break, firemen shutting off the 
gas 
before any more 
damage 
could be done. 
The side of the house which Mr. 
and Mrs. Sobers had gone to in­ 
spect has been empty for the last 
two weeks after removal of Mr.

They locked the home to 
prevent any curious from enter­ 
ing and to give the gas fumes, if 
any were left, a chance to escape 
The upstairs window th at was 
blown out perm itted fresh air to 
enter the property.

E lbert Hubbard of the Roycroft 
Shops, E ast A urpra, N. Y., was the 
most ‘relaxed w orker’ I ever knew. 
The amount of work he did all the 
time was simply prodigious, yet he 
never seemed to tire, and never had 
a sick day in his whole life. A ctu­ 
ally, in our everyday life there are 
not many times when really heavy 
work confronts us, but, when it 
does, all the more reason for our 
approaching the job relaxed, men­ 
tally and physically. 
Tension is 
ruination in the end, and as to 
‘w orry’ why not, as Scarlett O’H ara 
did, ‘do th at tomorrow’?”

The causation of stam m ering is 
complicated. Speech is a social habit 
developed through imitation. It in­ 
volves not only proper motor mech­ 
anism of the tongue and larynx, 
but also a proper receiving mecha­ 
nism. If a child does not hear dis­ 
tinctly the words th a t he is to pro­ 
nounce, he may fall into speech 
defects. 


H arm s and Malone, in M ilwau­ 
kee, found in 62 consecutive cases 
of stam m erers, who were unaw are 
of any hearing loss, th a t there was 
a loss of between IO and 22 per cent. 
They are even able to cite cases of 
form er normal hearing and speech, 
in which subsequent disease result­ 
ed in loss of hearing followed by 
stam m ering. 


In exam ining school children it is 
not enough to rely on exam inations 
carried out by parents, school teach­ 
ers and nurses, because they miss 
the m ajority of these slightly hard- 
of-hearing children. The test should 
be made by the instrum ent known 
as the audiometer.
